GOV. SMITH’S SPEECH. 

Gov. Smith’s speech at Oklahoma City 
last night was one of the most remark- 
able utterances in the history of Ameri- 
can politics. Against the advice of ex- 
perienced politicians and devoted friends, 
and before an audience that he knew to 
be in part bitterly hostile to him on re- 
ligious grounds, he boldly brought up the 
question of religion and flayed those who 
have openly and secretly fought him be- 
cause of his religion. He went further, 
by virtually accusing the Republican Na- 
tional Committee of financing a’ propa- 
ganda of religious intolerance against 
him. He named the Ku Klux Klan, and 
excoriated its leaders and other individ- 
uals for their acts in trying to stir up 
opposition to him on religious grounds. 

The disorder in the audience at 
time indicated a. disposition heckle 
Gov. Smith, but the great body of his 
hearers cheered him-to the echo, and evi- 
dently put a damper upon those who 
would have antagonized the speaker.

It is a melancholy spectacle when a 
candidate for the Presidency feels com- 
pelled to defend himself against attacks 
on account of his religion. The spirit of 
Americanism is outraged when an at- 
tempt is made to apply the religious test 
as a qualification for office. Many of 
Gov. Smith’s supporters have felt that 
he should ignore the propaganda of big- 
otry and intolerance that disfigures this 
campaign; but no one, friend or foe, can 
fail to admire the courage with which 
Gov. Smith faced and denounced these 
unfair methods of attack. No true 
American can indulge in these methods, 
or palliate the employment of religious 
intolerance 
destroy a 


as a weapon with which to 
political opponent. True 
Americans revolt against the injection 
of religion into politics; but if against 
their wishes it is injected, they can not 
but applaud any candidate who manfully 
beats off his assailants. 

Unfortunately some of the leaders in 
this un-American propaganda are minis- 
ters of the Gospel, who attempt to con- 
ceal their religious intolerance by pre- 
tending that they are opposed to Gov. 
Smith solely because of his stand against 
prohibition, and not because his religion 
differs from their own. The pretense 
does not deceive anybody, but, on the con- 
trary, it strips the ministers in question 
of all right to public respect and confi- 
dence. Theirs is the spirit that has 
stirred up hatred and bloodshed through- 
out long ages, and which the founders 
of this republic fondly thought they had 
banished when they provided for the 
everlasting separation of church and 
state. The spirit of intolerance in re- 
ligion can not find any lodgment in the 
hearts of Herbert Hoover or Alfred E. 
Smith. On this question they meet the 
test of Americanism, and no members of 
their respective organizations can par- 
ticipate in a campaign of religous preju- 
dice with the knowledge and consent of 
either candidate. | 

Gov. Smith’s unmistakable intimatio 
that the Republican national committee 
is covertly fostering religious prejudice 
arainst him should be met and disposed 
of immediately. The campaign should 
not become embroiled in a controversy 
that draws into question the honor and 
decency of campaign leaders., As for ir- 
responsible religious agitation, both can- 
didates and both parties should ignore it 
and confine their attention to the issues 
of the campaign. 

Valuable time has already been lost 
by the intrusion of irrelevant matter in 
the campaign. The country wants to 
hear from the candidates on the real is- 
sues, in order to compare the men and 
their policies before placing in the hands 
of either man the direction of the Gov- 
ernment. No more time should be lost. 
Gov. Smith has said all that could be

NEW AIR DEVELOPMENTS. 

While Germany is testing the new 
oceanic dirigible, Graf Zeppelin, and official 
confirmation is given to the rumor that the 
Dornier works is bringing to completion a 12- 
motored airplane containing accommodations 
for 24 passengers, Senor Juan de la Cierva has 
flown his autogyro across the English Channel, 
and the Packard Motor Co. has demonstrated 
a practicable, light-weight Diesel airplane en- 
gine. ‘ 

De la Cierva’s autogyro is neither a helicop- 
ter nor an airplane. Like the helicopter, how- 
ever, it can rise and descend almost vertically. 
The ‘‘windmill’’ that revolves upon a vertical 
axis is not connected with a power plant, the 
autogyro being powered by an ordinary air- 
plane propeller at its prow, and the “windmill” 
turned by the air stirred up by the propeller. 
Yesterday De la Cierva crashed while attempt- 
ing a landing, demolishing his machine, but in 
view of the fact that it has been flown re- 
peatedly in England, and has negotiated suc- 
cessfully the London-Paris flight, the crash 
does not indicate that the machine is funda- 
mentally faulty. The autogyro doubtless will 
be assimilated to the airplane for certain uses.

North could try for a 
slam, or conservatively pass with the 
assurance that South will make more 
than his contract. North’s choice, if 
he tried for a slam, would be either to 
bid the slam at once himself (which 
he would be moderately safe in doing) 
or feel for it by bidding five Clubs over 
South’s four Spades (probably a more 
conservative plan). South having de- 
clared game in Spades, North's Club 
bid would not be a showing of anything 
other than that North had the Ace of 
Clubs (or no Clubs) and some other 
holding which made him think that a 
Slam seemed probable.

A recommendation for the dismissal | 
of one policeman, an order by the) 
district attorney’s office for the is- 
suance of a warrant charging assault 
against another, and the hearing of 
charges of various nature against eight 
other members of the force by the Po- 
lice Trial Board constituted the major 
developments yesterday in Washing- 
ton’s troubled Police Department 

At the same time the grand jury 
ignored a homicide charge against Po- 
liceman Ernest C. Spaulding, of the 
Twelfth Precinct, growing out of the 
fatal shooting of Lewis S. Smith, col- 
ored, during a chase on Bladensburg 
road northwest, August 9 iast. 


The District Commissioners yester- 
day began consideration of a recom- 
mendation of the Police Trial Board 
for the dismissal of Policeman R. W. 
Trump, of the Third Precinct. who 
had been found guilty by the board 


of failing to pay a debt of $291 to his 
mother-in-law. 


Burke's Ordered. 


United States District Attorney Leo} 
A. Rover yesterday ordered the arrest 
of Policeman W. F. Burke, member of 
the police vice squad, on a warrant 
charging assault on Earl E. Rickert, 
2112 Eighteenth street northwest, dur- 
ing a raid August 3 last, on the Am- 
bassador Oyster House at 2106 Eight- 
eenth street northwest. : 

A similar complaint 
Quinn, deputy prohibition commis- 
sioner, and charges of vandalism 
against both officers were ignored, fol- 
lowing an investigation by the district 
attorney's office. 

In authorizing the warrant against | 
Burke, Mr. Rover stated that “it is not 
the duty of this office to sit in jJudg- | 
ment as to the guilt or innocence of | 
Officer Burke. It is my duty, however, 
based upon Rickert’s sworn statement, | 
to authorize the issuance of a war- | 
rant for assault against Burke and | 
leave to the courts their proper func- | 
tion of passing upon the innocence or 
guilt of the accused.” 

Howard J. Dorenbacker, attached to | 
the Fourteenth Precinct, was one of | 
eight policemen whose cases were heard | 
yesterday by the Police Trial Board. | 
Dorenbacker was recommended for dis- | 
missal from the force two years ago 
by the Police Trial Board, following 
his conviction on a charge involving 
an assault on a woman, but the Dis- 
trict Commissioners refused to uphold | 
the recommendation. 


Arrest 


against J. J. 


Admits Some Charges. 


Dorenbacker was charged with being | 
drunk on duty, insubordination, 
asleep on duty, disobedience of orders 
and failing to report to his precinct 
through the patrol system. 

The defendant admitted being asleep 
on duty. failing to report through the 
patrol system, and the insubordination 
charge, but protested his innocence in 
connection with the charge of drunk- ! 
enness and with being disobedient. 

Lieut. Hugh H. Groves and Sergt.| 
George MacDonald. night inspector, tes- | 
tified against Dorenbacker. They said | 
the defendant was found intoxicated | 
and asleep in the station house the 
night of September 11, and that a 
sheck on the police records showed Dor- 
enbacker had failed to report to the sta- 
tion house between the hours of 7:40 
and 10:50 p. m. 

The insubordination charge grew out 
of an aWeged refusal on the part of 
Dorenbacker to tell Lieut. Groves where 
he had been after being sent to inves- 
tigate a call for police in the precinct. 

Conviction on the charges likely will 
result in a recommendation for Doren- 
hacker’s dismissal. 


Two Others’ Cases Serious. 


Other cases involving charges of a, 
serious nature were those of Policeman | 
Charles B. Vaughan and Policeman J. 
J. Hunter. Vaughan is charged with 
conduct prejudicial to the police force 
and Hunter is charged with making a 
false statement to a superior officer 
and with failing to communicate with 
the station house through the signal 
system. 

A charge of intoxication against Po- 
iceman Claude A. Ezell, of the Third 
Precinct, also was heard by the board. 

The charge against Vaughan grew 
our of an alleged trip to Atlantic City 
luly 22, last, when the policeman is 
alleged to have registered at a seashore 
notel with a woman other than his 
wife. 

Policeman D. E. Hilton, of the Ninth 
Precinct, who is alleged to have made 
the trip to Atlantic City with Vaughan, 
was dismissed from the force several 
weeks ago. 

Sergt. W. H. Bailey. of the Fourth 
Precinct, principal witness against 
Hunter, said the latter, on July 26, as- 
serted he had been delayed from mak- 
ing: regular calls through the police 
signal system as a result of an alleged 
e2ltercation between two negroes on his 
beat. A check failed to reveal an alter- 
cation had taken place, Sergt Bailey tes- 
tified. 


Pistol Left in Taxi. 


Lieut. James D. McQuade and Lieut. 
Hugh H. Groves, night inspectors, who 
testified against Ezell, declared they 
found him intoxicated in his Virginia 
home shortly after his wife had called 
the Third Precinct and reported Ezell 
too ill to report for his midnight trick 
of duty. 

A taxicab driver testified two men 
had hailed him several hours before 
while in the vicinity of the Naval Hos- 
pital, and helped the defendant into 
his cab. They gave the driver instruc- 
tions to “take him home,” the witness 
testified. 

A service pistol, later identified as 
ene having been issued to Ezell, was 
found in the taxicab on its return to 
Washington. It was turned over to de- 
tective headquarters. 

Ezell denied being intoxicated, declar- 
ing he was made ill from other causes. 
His testimony: was substantiated by his 
wife. 

Other cases tried by the board were 
as follows: 

Motorcycle Policeman F. J. Rowen, 
Thirteenth Precinct, failure to patrol 
beat; R. F. Harper, failure to pull a 
patrol box; O. E. Jackson, failure to 
pay a just debt; Policeman Horsley, 
failure to pull a patrol box, and B. A. 
Henry, conduct unbecoming an Officer. 
The charge involves a statutory offense, 
and an alleged assault on Policeman 
Prank Scoville.

Citizens File Objections 
And Commission Holds 
Up Decision. 


The Washington Railway & Electric 
Co. in public hearing yesterday asked 
the Public Utilities Commission to 
grant it added income of $14,000 a year 
to correct a deficit on one of its mo- 
torbus lines which amounted to $5,870 
in the last twelve months. 

It was the second hearing on the 
proposal by the company that it be 
permitted to charge 2 cents for trans- 
fers between its street cars and the 
Laurel bus line at Fifteenth and H 
streets northeast. 

The buses proceed out Bladensburg 
road. In 1923 they supplanted the car 
line of the Washington Interurban Co., 
a subsidiary of the Washington Railway 
& Electric Co. 

When the Bladensburg road car line 
was scrapped and the tracks taken up 
the street car company entered into 
a five-year agreement with the Public 
Utilities Commission to grant free 
transfers from downtown cars to the 
buses which supplanted the trolley 
cars. 

William F, Ham, president of the 
car company, testified that during the 
five years the buses had met a loss ol 
$46,000.

Col. Ladue expressed the view that 
the commission should be concerned 
only to permit the companies’ lines | 
collectively to earn a profit, and that | 


the commission had permitted the 
Washington Rapid Transit Co. to 
charge a straight 10-cent fare on its 
buses. 

G. M. Koockegey, president of 
Trinidad Citizens Association, ap- 
peared on behalf of patrons of the 
bus line in opposition to the substi- 
tution of 2-cent for free transfers. 
He sald:

Too Many Children Being 
Killed, Traffic Director Says, 
Warning Motorists. 


MAKES NEW SUGGESTIONS 


Director of Traffic William H. Har-| 
land yesterday issued an appeal to mo- 
torists, children, parents and all others | 
concerned to cooperate to reduce the | 
number of children killed and maimed 
in traffic accidents. 

“We are killing too many 
he said. 

The chief burden for protection of | 
children on the streets rests upon the | 
motorists, in Harland’s view, yet no 
matter how carefully one drives chil- 
dren will run spontaneously in play 
out into the street, sometimes so sud- 
denly an automobilist can not avert 
an accident. 


Makes 


“T want to call attention of all 
drivers,” said Harland, “to the fact that 
at every approach to a school there is 
a sign stating that a school is near and 
bearing notice to drive with caution. 

“Motorists who are good citizens 
want to observe such warnings, but ! 
want to ask them to do more than that 
—to be on the alert to make sure that 
they will not fail to see the signs, 

“Next after motorists I want to en- 
list the aid of parents and _ school 
teachers. I have no desire to have 
children scared or made timid about 
trafiic. But they should be educated 
to appreciate its hazards and to look 
both directions before crossing a 
street. 


Excited Children Thoughtless. 


“It is not uncommon for a child in 
a ball game to miss a ball which then 
rolls out into the streét. Without 
thinking, the child dashes after the 
bali. 

“Safety never enters his head. He 1s 
full of but one idea, recapturing the 
ball. If a car happens along at that 
moment there is an accident. No 
amount of regulation, no degree of 
care in driving can prevent such acci- 
dents when the combination of cir- 
cumstances is wrong. 

“Children must be careful in cross- 
ing streets. They must be impressed 
with the danger of not being so. Mo- 
torists must exercise every care for 
child safety, especially now since school 
has opened.”
